IMPORTANT STRATEGIC 
POSITION. 

The Press Association s special correspondent 
at Herdquarters. teegraphs, April 11: 

Monchy le Preux, which was captured early 
this morning by our troops, is one of the key 
positions in that country between the Scarpe 
and the Sensee. It stands upon the edge of a 
little plateau which reaches an altitude of about 
30 metres above the average level for a con- 
siderable distance around, and nearly eight 
metres higher than the summit of Gaange Hill, 
which intervenes between it and the City of 
Arras. On account of this the Germans had 
developed very strong defensive positions, both in 
the village itself and in the chateau, which lies 
a little to the north-west of it. They had also 
established machine gun posts in Sart Wood 
and the Bois de Vert. 

Monchy is approached from four quarters by 
sunken roads, which were full of snipers and 
machine gun teams. It became manifest that 
a sustained frontal attack upon that place was 
likely to prove pretty costly, and so during the 
course of yesterday it was resolved to turn the 
position. As a preliminary, step to this opera- 
tion, the village of Fampoux, three miles north- 
west, and aiso crowning a lesser undulation 
was stormed and occupied. This covered our 
left flank atainst a possible counter-attack 
whilst Monchy was being enveloped. A con- 
siderable force then passed right through the 
left of the line, which lay in a slight sweep 
along the valley between the Cambrai road and 
the Scarpe. Heavy snow squalis reducing visibility 
to very narrow limits enabled this movement to 
be carried out without the enemy observing the 
extent or direction of it. The attack was 
pushed forward in artillery formation along the 
north bank of the Scarpe, which river was 
crossed in the neighbourhood of Roeux. Then 
as the advance deployed southwards the gar- 
rison of Monchy began a stubborn resistance. 
Fighting continued until after dark, by which 
time our bombing parties were on the very 
fringe of the village. Apparently the main 
body of the Germans withdrew from the place 
under cover of the darkness, and when the at- 
tack was renewed at dawn this morning” the 
village was occupied, and the attack continued 
successfully down to La Dergere and across the 


main Arras-Cambrai road to Guemappe, which | 


is reported to be in our hands. 
WHAT THE SUCCESS MEANS. 

The success is an important one, since it gives 
us domination of the high ground, and conse- 
quently greatly improves our position in this 
part of the new region covered by out offensive.

DESPATCHES FROM VICE- 

ADMIRALS: DE ROBECK AND 
WEMYSS. 

A special supplement to the London Gacette, 
issued last night, contains despatches from 
Vice-Admiral Sir John M. de Robeck, K.C.B., 
late Vice-Admiral Commanding the Eastern 
Mediterranean Squadron, and Vice-Admiral Sir 
Rosslyn E. Wemyss, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., M.V.O., 
late Senior Officer, Mudros, describing the 
naval operations in .connection with the with- 
drawal of the British Army from the Gallipoli 
Peninsula. 

Vice-Admiral Wemyss dates his despatch, 
“Lord Nelson, at Mudros, 22nd December, 
1915.” He points out that the evacuation of 
the Suvia and Anzac positions was carried out 
in three stages. During the preliminary stage 
all. personnel, animals, and vehicles not neces- 
sary for a winter campaign were removed. In 
the intermediate stage all personnel, guns, and 
animals not absolutely necessary for the 
defence of the positions in the event of an 
enemy attack at the last moment were re- 
moved. Special and detailed orders were neces- 
sary for the operations in_ the final stage, 
which had to be completed in thirty-six hours. 
lt included the embarkation of all personnel re- 
maining, and of all guns and animals not 
previously withdrawn. The principle of all 
three operations was secrecy, so that the enemy 
might be taken by surprise. All operations 
were, therefore, carried out in the dark. The 
preliminary stage was completed by 10th De- 
cember, when the definite orders to evacuate 
were received. Ten nights had: been allowed 
for, the intermediate stage, but the work was 
completed on the night of 17-18 December. 
The ehemy at this stage appeared to have no 
idea of what was in progress. . Some 44,000 
personnel, about 200 guns, numerous wagons, 
and 5,000-animale were removed, together with 
stores and ammunition. The final stage, which 
commenced on the night of December 18-19, 
was completed on the night of December 19- 
20 The weather was ideal. On each of the 
two last-named. nights it was necessary to 
evacuate more than 10.000 personnel from each 
beach. The evacuation was carried out in 
accordance with orders, no delays occurred, 
and there were no accidents to shipe or boats. 
Despite the fact that at Suvla a large quantity 
of stores which, could not be taken off was 
fired, at 4 a.m., making a vast bonfire, the 
enemy seemed unaware of what had taken 


place. 
THE HELLES POSITION. 


Vice-Admiral Sir J. M. de Robeck, writing 
also from the Lord Nelson, on 26th January. 
1916, describes the withdrawal from the Helles 
position on Gallipoli Peninsula. He points 
out that it was laid down by Sir Charles 
Monro, for the guidance of the Army. that 
the withdrawal should be conducted with the 
utmost rapidity, the final stage being limited 
to one night, and that every effort should be 
made to evacuate as many as possible of 
certain classes of British and French guns, with 
ammunition. Forty-eight hours before the 
evacuation was completed the number of men 
remaining on the peninsula wae to be cut 
to 22,000. Of these, 7,000 were to em- 
bark during the last night but one, leaving 
15,000 for the final night. At the request of 


| the military, the latter number was afterwards 


increased to 17,000.

A STAGGERING SURPRISE. 


Commenting on the battle of Arras, the Mih- 
tary Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says 
—-Even as matters stand, the stunning blow de- 
livered by the British Commander bas had far- 
reaching effects. In spite of all the efforts of 
the Gernfan Censorship to suppress it, the news 
has widely penetrated through Germany. On 
the top of the general war weariness and the 
misery induced by want of every kind of com- 
modity, and especially by the want of fuel and 
food during the long months of this severe 
winter, the blow is a staggering surprise to the 
nation, which hugged the belief that its Army, 
at any rate, was invincible. The retreat from 
the Somme was more or less accepted as a de- 
vice of the same nature as some of the Hinden- 
burg retreats on the Russian frontier in the 
first winter of the war. But the capture of 
strongly fortified lines, the surrender of over 
12,000 unwounded prisoners, and the loss of 
as many more from our steel and fire, consti- 
tute a most disquieting argument for a people 
whose nerves are beginning to be “ rattled.” 


FIGHTING IN A SNOWSTORM. 


Mr. Philip Gibbs, the special correspondent 
of the Daily Chronicle, writing of the Arras 
baitle, saye—This amazing battle, which is 
bringing to ys tides of prisoners and many bat- 
teries of guns, is being fought on spring days, 
heavy with snow, aa gtim as sternest winter, 
except when in odd half-hours the sun breaks 
through the storm clouds, and ‘gives a magic 
beauty to all this whiteness of the battlefields, 
and to trees furred with bars of ermine, and 
to all ithe lacework of twigs ready for green 
birth. Now, as I write, there is no sun, but 
a darkness through which heavy flakes are 
fallmg. Our soldiers are fighting through it 
to the east of Arras, and their eteel helmets 
and tunics and leather jerkins are all white 
as the country through which they are forcing 
back the enemy.

The Act is to apply to Ireland, with the fol- 


lowing modifications :~ 

(a) The powers and duties of the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries shall be exercised and 
performed by the Lord Lieutenant, or by or 
through such departments and bodies as may 
be determined by the Lord Lieutenant; end, 
accordingly, references to the Board of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries shall be construed as re- 
ferences to the Lord Lieutenant or to the De- 
partment or body to whom the powers and 
duties of the Board are assigned by the Lord 
Lieutenant as the case may be.

EXTENDING FOOD PRODUCTION. 


The annual meeting of the Society of the 
United Irishwo nen was held yesterday ai No. 6 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin.

They were 
also tejling clever boys everywhere to keep 
out of the teaching profession, because it was 
a badly remunerated profession.

IRELAND AND THE WAR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE 1RI8H TIMES. 

Sir,—The following concluding passage in the 
leading article of the Trish Times of the órd 
inst. should receive the most serious considera- 
tion of all Irish people who have the cause of 
Christianity, humanity, civilisation, and liberty 
at heart, and are desirous io maintain and up- 
hold the honour of Irish manhood :—* The 
Empire's need has become so urgent that dis- 
abled English soldiers are being torn once more 
from their wives and children—vet the voice of 
Ireland is dumb and the arm of Ireland remains 
slack and nerveless. Our strong young men, it 
seems, are content io be mere spectators of the 
last and grimmest phases of the war. The 
passing; of the Military Service (Review of Ex- 
ceptions) Bill will put an indelible brand on the 
honour of the four provinces of Ireland. 

No Irish province, and more especially the 
province I belong to, should take that mm 
“lying down.” (if undeserved, it should be vf 
claimed, and, if merited, the leaders of public 
life in Ulster should forthwith take steps to 
prevent a stain from resting on the honour gn 
the province. Althewgh whe contribution © 
Ulster to the combatant forces exceeds the 
aggregaie ol the other three provinces, we one 
neglected to maintain the North of lrela 
battalions of the original Regujar Army, the 
North of Ireland battalions of the 10th Irish 
Division, and the 16th Irish Division, and-—oh, 
the shame of it!—the infantry battalions of the 
%6th Ulster Division. Notwithstanding the fine 
record of the North, by not maintaming our 
battalions we have left ourselves open to the 
same reproach brought against the other three 
provinces—of deserting our fellow-countrymen 
at the front. We have a sufficient reserve of 
man-power of non-essential men of military age, 
but recruiting effort has been handicapped by 
three successive Governments refusing to treat 
us in the matter of military service as an in 
tegral part of the United Kingdom. Although 
the Liberal, Coalition, and National Govern- 
ments have involuntarily constituted themselves 
the champions of almost a quarter of a million 
of Irish able-bodied shirkers, and turned every 
province in Ireland into a feather bed for 
slackers, that does not relieve the people of 
Ulster or any other province from the respon- 
sibility of inaction. 

It may have been human to emphasise the 
man-power contribution of the North and con- 
trast it with that of the other three provinces, 
but that does not give young men in every 
Parliamentary division in Ulster who have 
notoriously shirked their duty since the out-

Captain J. E. Day.—Captain John Edward 
Day, Royal Irish Regiment, has died of wounds 
received in action. Captain Day, who was the 
eon of the late Dean Day, of Waterford, was 
22 years of age, and was educated at Marl- 
borough College and Trinity College, Dublin. 
He was gazetied second lieutenant on August 
26, 1914, lieutenant in the following Nowember, 
and captain on April 6, 1916. On April 8th, 
1916, he was severely wounded.

The Major-General of Captain 
Day's Division, in a letter to Mrs. Day, offers 
his most sincere sympathy in the loss of her 
very gallant and excellent son.
